The hearing was marked by sharp 
applause but the proceedings were 
orderly and drew the commendation 
of Kranig. 
He said he and the 
commission were pleased that so 
many persons had seen fit to testify 
on an important city matter.

also noted that he had previously 
been opposed to the entire ordinance 
and particularly to specific parts of 
it.

isn’t necessary 
in this 
community,” he told the audience 
moments prior to his motion to 
reject. 


Commissioner 
George 
Barnes 
voted along with the majority to 
reject the measure, but noted that 
he favored a few sections which he 
didn't name. 


Longtin 
began 
work

ordinance in September 1970 on the 
request of the city’s Beautification 
Committee. 


“ Not knowing how far the city 
wanted to go,” Longtin told the 
a u d i e n c e .

One opponent summed up his 
feelings 
with 
the declaration:

Longtin had argued in vain that 
the basic thrust of the proposals was 
against absentee owners who let 
their property run down.

resolution 
today urging President Nixon at a 
“ time certain’’ to withdraw all U.S. 
forces from Indochina. 
The resolution was adopted. 31 to 
8. at a closed meeting of Senate 
democrats after a heated two-hour 
lebate. 
There was disagreement, even 
among senators who supported the 
resolution, whether it intended to 
set a deadline of Dec. 31. 1972, for 
Nixon to withdraw American forces. 
The resolution, drawn up Monday 
by the Senate Democratic Policy 
Committee, called for a total pullout 
at “ a time certain" without specify­ 
ing a date, but said it should occur 
before the expiration of the 92nd 
Congress. 
Sen Henry M Jackson. D-Wash , 
said he voted against the resolution 
because "you can’t have a date 
certain and expect to bring this war 
to a conclusion.” 
The 
withdrawal 
demand 
is 
included in a five-part resolution 
which broadly outlines the goals for 
Senate Democrats in this Congress. 
It amounts to an expression of 
opinion, and would not carry the 
force of law. 
It pledges the Senate's Democrats 
to work “ to end the involvement in 
Indochina and to bring about the 
withdrawal of all U.S. forces and the 
release of all prisoners in a time 
certain.” 
The other goals cover an end to 
inflation; streamlining of federal- 
state financial relationships; more 
effective operation of the federal 
government; and strengthening of 
the judicial systems.

Ronald Reagan has emerged the 
clear victor in his first fight with the 
new Democratic legislature over 
Medi-Cal. 


Now the next move is up to him. 
And he plans to make it March 3. 
Reagan on that date will address a 
rare joint session of the legislature 
to personally unveil his long-awaited 
“ reform ” proposals for welfare and 
Medi-Cal. 
The governor won his first test of 
strength with the legislature’s new 
Democratic majority Monday when 
Assembly Republicans rejected a 
bill rescinding the administration’s 
economy cutbacks in the $1 billion 
Medi-Cal program. 


Backers retained a thread of hope 
for the measure when its author, 
Democratic Assemblyman John L. 
Burton of San Francisco, served 
n o t i c e 
he 
w o u ld 
s e e k 
reconsideration of the vote today. 
But it seemed unlikely he could 
muster enough support to revive the 
bill. 
The proposal needed a two-thirds 
house majority, or 54 votes, for 
passage to the Senate. It went down 
on a 45-32 vote.

Weak Two-Bid 
Reveals Holding 


Some experts like to use 
weak two-bids to show al­ 
most any kind of a hand with 
a six-card suit and 6-12 high- 
card points. They make lots 
of weak two-bids, but they 
get little good out of them. 
In JACOBY MODERN the 
weak two-bid shows a six- 
card suit headed by two of 
the four top honors and 7-10 
high-card points. Partner’s 
only forcing response is two 
no-trump w h i c h asks the 
opener to clarify his point 
count by rebidding his suit 
with a 7-8 minimum or show­ 
ing a feature with a 9-10 
maximum. 
South’s three-diamond re­ 


bid showed the 9-10 maxi­ 
mum. It also came close to 
giving North a complete pic­ 
ture of his hand. To make 
sure, North used Blackwood. 
When South showed one ace 
North bid the grand slam. 
Trumps had to be solid and 
at the worst the slam would 
depend on reasonable luck in 
the diamond suit. 


The grand slam was a 
proper bid since it would be 
cold against any 3-2 break in

diamonds or against a sin­ 
gleton queen in either the 
East or West hand. 
He knew that South held 
the king and queen of trumps 
so that suit was solid. South 
was likely to have exactly 
one diamond with his ace in 
which case the slam would 
be cold unless all five dia­ 
monds sh ow ed up in the 
same hand. Furthermore, if 
South did hold three dia 
monds the grand slam would 
make against all 2-2 breaks 
or against a singleton queen.

It is very doubtful if such 
an opening day has ever 
been experienced as the 
salmon opener for the 1971 
season. 
It 
was 
held 
Saturday at Avila, or Port 
San Luis as it now likes to be 
called. 
Weather 
was 
perfect on Saturday and 
Sunday, 
but 
Monday 
it 
turned 
really 
mean 
for 
three days. 
By Friday, it 
looked like it was taking a 
turn for the better. 
As of last Friday, 212 
boats brought in 706 salmon, 
a most enviable record for 
any small fishing harbor. 
Harbor Associates expect a 
good week, if the food fish 
have not been run out by the 
three day storm. 
Just as 
simple as that-no food no 
fish. Even a salmon has to 
eat. 
Most of the fish taken 
werechmooks, or kings (the 
same) and would run in the 
eight to ten pound class, 
with a 23 pounder being 
taken on the oartv boat 
A B C. Probably the largest 
fish of the week 
Freshwater fishing 
Locally trout fishing on 
the very slow side. 
Lopez 
Lake was planted last week, 
and some few were taken, 
but 
the 
fish 
ju s t 
disappeared 
And since the 
holiday, 
hardly 
any 
fish 
have been taken 
What the 
reason is, no one has an 
answer, 
but 
the 
fact 
remains, 
fishing 
really 
smells. 
However, a few nice bass 
have been taken in the area 
around 
the 
swimming 
beach, where there are lots 
of old trees etc. Maybe this 
lake will be like Cachuma, 
both a bass and trout lake. 
Lopez 
was 
slated 
for 
another planting last week 
of 
catchable 
trout. 
Fisherm en 
are 
rather 
disappointed in the size of 
the fish they are getting, 
which, as catchables, are 
between 
eight 
and 
nine 
inches, some less. 
They 
have been spoiled by the 
large fish that have been 
taken in the past, running 
twelve inches and better. 
But these fish will probably 
return. 
A good many of 
them are in the tributary 
creeks spawning. 
Laguna Lake also was 
planted and got very heavy 
fishing pressure. 
So far 
Océano Lagoon has not been 
stocked. Tests on this water 
taken in the heat of summer 
show a very even all-year 
temperature, 
which 
may 
develop into a good trout 
water. 
From all accounts 
this lagoon is fed by several 
springs. 
Atascadero Lake is also 
being 
planted, 
but 
this 
water soon warms up and 
will not get too heavy a 
planting. 
A few local anglers are 
going to be disappointed 
when they find that the 
Lower 
Nacimiento 
River 
will no longer be planted 
with trout. At least not this 
year. 
The Department of Fish 
and Game last year was 
obliged 
to 
operate 
the 
program without the help of 
the Army. Despite donation 
of volunteer labor by local 
sportsmen, 
the 
cost 
of 
providing 
personnel 
to 
operate check stations and 
patrol the area was so large 
that the DFG has dropped 
this 
water 
from 
their 
schedule. 
Until last year 
when 
the 
Army 
closed 
Camp 
Roberts, 
they 
cooperated with the DFG in 
the operation of the fishing 
program, most of which was 
in the military reservation. 
The DFG said another 
reason 
for 
discontinuing 
p lanting 
the 
L o w e r 
Nacimiento River was that 
surveys showed most of the 
fish 
were caught 
by 
a 
relatively few fishermen. 
This may have been the 
case of later years, but 
when this water was first 
opened there was some of 
the finest trout fishing in the 
area to be had here. 
This 
despite the somewhat long 
distance for local anglers to 
travel. 
The following are a few 
more questions and answers 
put out by the DFG 
in 
defense of the request for 
increased license fees. 
What about the striped 
bass hatchery? The DFG

111., which opened 
for business in 1914 There 
are, 10 such clubs in the 
United States, i n c l u d i n g 
some 
of the 
most 
regal 
physical golf properties in 
thè land—Laurel Valley in 
Pennsylvania, Preston Tiail 
in Dallas, Tex., and Hidden 
Hills in Jacksonville, Fla. 


At some of these clubs the 
female ban is extreme. At 
one, no incoming telephone 
calls from females are al­ 
lowed, except in cases of 
emergency. That, of course, 
hinges on the delicate line of 
discrimination between what 
the male and what the fe­ 
male construe as an emer­ 
gency. 


Other clubs are more leni­ 
ent. They allow females in 
the clubhouse for the cock­ 
tail and dinner hour. But at 
one of these clubs, a male 
member w a s disqualified 
when he attempted to smug­ 
gle a female companion past 
the gate to his cottage. 


International 
Golf 
Club, 
Ltd., is intended to be not so 
much a refuge from women, 
as it is a refuge from dis­ 
traction and a place where 
the male business animal, 
harried by plane schedules, 
appointments and the press 
of office affairs, can get 
away from everything de­ 
manding and be assured of 
getting on a golf course when 
he chooses. That is. when 
time is precious and he may, 
perhaps, 
have 
only 
four 
hours to spare. 


For those not quite so ada­ 
mant about escape from the 
sordid money world, there 
will be news and stock wires, 
WATS telephone lines, tele­ 
vision. radio, stenographic 
s e r v i c e and conference 
rooms in the English-styled

Even Twain Liked Bermuda 


A Different Kind of Island 


By JOYCE GABRIEL 
B E R M U D A — (NEA) — 
When Mark Twain sailed on 
the first luxury cruise ship 
to Bermuda, he thought he 
would hate it. 
What could there be out in 
the middle of the Atlantic 
except fish and water? And 
Twain had seen plenty of 
both g r o w in g up on the 
banks of the Mississippi. 
He was surprised. The is­ 
land delighted 
him. 
That 
was back in 1887 and al­ 
though since Twain’s first 
visit the island has changed 
and the tourist trade has 
blossomed, B e r m u d a still 
surprises people. 
There is a tendency to 
group Bermuda with the Ba­ 
hamas or “ those islands in 
the Caribbean,’’ but it is 
miles away from them, liter­ 
ally and figuratively. The 
island is 600 miles off the 
coast of South Carolina, not 
south of Florida, as the other 
islands are. The climate is 
cooler. A tourist in Bermuda 
in December has need of a 
coat, not a bathing suit. And 
the a t m o s p h e r e there is 
more New England proper 
than tropical paradise. That 
is because Bermuda is Brit­ 
ain’s oldest colony and al­ 
though she has political au­ 
tonomy, c u l t u r a l l y she is 
very much tied to the moth­ 
er country. 
The sand on the beaches 
really is pink and the Atlan­ 
tic sparkles turquoise blue in 
the semi-tropical sun, but 
one is mo^e likely to see an 
Anglo-Saxon in business suit 
on motorbike than “ qaint na­ 
tives’’ in island garb. 
And the people who go to 
Bermuda are looking for re­ 
laxation, 
not neon lights. 
Gambling c a s in o s , which 
flourish in other vacation 
spots, are outlawed here. On 
the island, golf and water 
sports are the main attrac­ 
tions. 
Bermuda is a mini-world 
w h e r e n a r ro w , twisting 
roads slice across the island. 
Only small foreign cars and 
motorbikes are used and the 
speed limit is 20 miles per 
hour. Cars were not even 
permitted on the island until 


after World War II and now 
r e s i d e n t s are limited, by 
law, to one car per family. 
Fairyland houses painted 
and framed by hibiscus, bou­ 
gainvillaea and o l e a n d e r 
perch on hills overlooking 
the water. Palm and paw 
paw trees fringe the road­ 
ways. 
In Hamilton, stores like 
Trimingham’s and Cooper’s 
line Front Street, offering 
bargains in china, linen, per­ 
fume and sweaters. Liquor 
stores attract tourists with 
their wholesale prices. And 
across the street from the 
shopping district is the har­ 
bor where cruise ships dock 
and fishing boats and pleas­ 
ure craft lay at anchor. 
In St. George, Bermuda’s 
original capital, streets that 
are no more than alleys wind 
their way from a cobbled 
square where reconstructed 
stocks and pillories are mon­ 
uments to 17th century Brit­ 
ish rule. 
In a recession economy, 
Bermuda still maintains its 
tourist trade. One reason is 
that the island is close to the 
States, making travel there 
relatively inexpensive (air­ 
lines such as Eastern have 
roundtrip f l i g h t s for less 
than $125 from New York). 
The undertones of racial ten­ 
sion on islands in the Ba­ 
hamas and the Caribbean 
also boost Bermuda’s trade, 
since black-white relations 
there are relatively good. 
“ We had a demonstration 
a few years back,” one Ber­ 
mudian explained. “ Blacks 
were not allowed to sit in the 
same seats as whites in the 
movie t h e a t e r s and they 
were protesting. The day 
after the protest, the govern­ 
ment passed a law barring 
all discrimination.” 
Tourists can choose ac­ 
commodations ranging from 
$45-a-day rooms at a luxury 
hotel like the Princess in 
H a m i l t o n to a $12-a-day 
guest house on the island. 
The Princess, bought by 
bil'.onaire D. K. Ludwig in 
1959, houses 1,000 guests at 
peak season (from June to 
September) and has a staff 
of 600 to service their needs.

Being a mini-world, Ber­ 
muda is a nice place to visit 
(the pace is relaxed and the 
scenery intoxicating) but liv­ 
ing there year- round could 
get confining. 


Hotel workers, many of 
whom are from Germany, 
Italy and Holland, say they 
need to “ get away” every 
few months to find some ex­ 
citement. 
Even Twain, who liked the 
island so much he started his 
very own club there, The 
Angel Fish, never s t a y e d 
more than a vacation.

telescopes are slowly being blinded by the glare of

Mount Palomar, is being endangered by light pollution 
from both San Diego and Los Angeles. 
In Tucson. Ariz., rapid city development is interfering 
with the work of four major observatories in the area,

construction. 


The observatories have asked for help from the Tucson 
city council by requesting that new city streets be paved 
with asphalt instead of light-reflecting concrete. Street 
light shields have also been requested to prevent light 
from escaping above the horizontal, as well as special 
filters to screen out light components which add little to 
illumination 
but 
which 
hamper 
astronomical 
observations. 
Since only so much can be done to mask the glare of 
city lights, and since the cities aren t going to stop 
expanding in the foreseeable future, the astronomers 
may be reaching for the moon. 
In fact, that is precisely where the most important 
work in astronomy may well be done in the next century. 


Day in Court necessary? 


Proposals

Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 
Fraternities 


The strongest evidence that three 
alleged fraternity houses in Isla 
Vista are really fraternities and not 
merely fraternity brothers living in 
the same apartment house is that 
they 
“ are 
all 
registered 
as 
fraternities with the University of 
California, 
Santa 
Barbara,” 
a 
county official declares. 
Other evidence which is expected 
to be put to use by the county 
counsel's office — if it is authorized 
to proceed to oust the fraternity 
groups — is the fact that the three 
organizations have displayed Greek 
letters in front of their headquarters 
and have conducted public rushing 
activities, the latest early this year, 
it was disclosed. 


The Board of Supervisors has been 
requested to make a determination 
whether the county counsel’s office 
or the district attorney’s office 
should be employed in a new frontal 
attack 
against 
the 
suspect 
fraternities. 
The Isla Vista Assn is currently 
leading a drive to have the county 
“ enforce the zoning ordinance” and 
oust the three fraternities from 
locations in the 6000 block of Del 
Playa Dr. The grounds against the 
three fraternities are that they are 
illegally located in a SR-2 (student 
residential 
- 
duplex) 
zone. 
Fraternities 
and 
sororities 
are 
allowable 
in 
student 
residential 
multiple zones in the university 
community. 


The planning body as well as the 
County Planning Department is now 
accumulating evidence that can be 
used against the three fraternities, 
identified 
as 
the 
Sigma 
Alpha 
Epsilon, 6663 Del Playa Dr., Phil 
Kappa Psi, 6770 Del Playa Dr., and 
Sigma Pi, 6625 Del Playa Dr. 
A UCSB coed told the planners she 
has 
attended 
public 
rushing 
activities at one or more of the 
fraternities 
at 
the 
Del 
Playa 
locations. 
Del Playa Dr. 
duplex tenants 
have forwarded complaints to the 
County Planning Department and 
the sheriff’s office concerning noise 
nuisances 
as 
well 
as 
zoning 
infractions. 
Several of the fraternities if not 
all have publicly displayed their 
Greek letters, and withdraw them 
when the “ heat” is put on them by 
authorities, it was shown. 
The county counsel’s office has 
taken the position that it is time- 
consuming and nearly impossible to 
enforce the ordinance in such cases. 
But it is conceded that the court 
injunction route may be one way to 
go. The county counsel’s office says 
the three operations keep going on 
the 
contention 
they 
are 
not 
operating strictly as fraternities, 
but involve a score or more of 
fraternity 
brothers 
gathered 
in 
three or four apartments in the 
same complex. 
But 
some 
impatient 
planning 
commissioners, 
notably 
attorney 
Richard Clare, of Santa Maria, is 
exhorting the county counsel to 
move 
in 
and end 
what zoning 
investigators say are clearly zoning 
violations. 
By 
their 
very 
nature, 
zoning 
violations are tedious matters that 
often take years in this county — 
and 
probably 
others 
— 
before 
remedial action comes about. 
Recently, the county counsel’s 


office and the planning staff was 
able to clear out illegal occupants 
among 24 persons said to be residing 
in a decayed Montecito mansion. 
That was a signal victory, but 
there have been many other cases 
where the county has won victories 
without resorting to court action, as 
Deputy 
County 
Counsel 
John 
Mitchell has told the commission. 
In the Isla Vista fraternity battle, 
the county counsel’s office has long 
had notice of zoning violations in the 
case sent to it by the Planning 
Department. 
The problem came to the county s 
attention 
Feb. 
4, 
1969, 
when 
complaints began coming in from 
the Isla Vista Assn , the homeowner 
group 
in 
the 
community. 
The 
Planning Commission on March 5 
that year considered but dropped 
from 
its 
agenda 
a 
proposed 
ordinance change that would allow 
fraternities and sororities in the 
duplex zones. It was referred to the 
planning staff for study and never 
revived. 
The Isla Vista Community Council 
last October according to press 
reports 
felt 
that 
the 
three 
fraternities 
in 
question 
were 
violating the zoning ordinance. But 
coed Melissa Lertzman told the 
county planners that the IVCC did 
not seem eager to resolve the 
situation 
other 
than 
by 
a 
compromise when she asked for 
action recently. The compromise 
would 
have 
allowed 
the 
three 
fraternities to stay on while future 
ones would be barred, she indicated 
The supervisors may “ award” the 
case to the county counsel’s office 
for civil action rather than to the 
district 
attorney’s 
office 
for 
criminal action because of extreme 
difficulties 
on 
prosecuting 
the 
criminal cases.
